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Irvine Council explores idea of annexation

During Monday nights meeting, 
the Irvine City Council began 
to publicly explore the idea of 
annexing more property into the 
city of Irvine. 

Mayor Noland said he received 
six calls on Monday and a couple 
last week from people in North 
Irvine wanting their property to be 
annexed into the city. 

Councilwoman Janice Bush said, 
“This [annexation] is something 
you just don’t do overnight.” 

Councilman Tobo Bryant agreed, 


saying, “We have to go slow and 
easy, and see what it costs to offer 
[increased city services]. 

Councilwoman Nelle Williams 
said if the city wants to annex, “We 
have to sell it [the idea].” 

Other considerations concerning 
annexation which the council 
discussed include taxing, how to 
offer city services to a larger area, 
water rates in newly-annexed areas, 
the addition of more city lights, and 
the effect on insurance premiums. 

The mayor said the city is 
tentatively looking at extending its 
boundaries to Sand Hill Road, as 
well as to the high school on Hwy. 
89. 


Fire Chief Tony Murphy said they 
would also have to look into how 
annexation might affect the city’s 
class size. Irvine is currently a Class 
3 city. 

Councilman Billy Arthur said, “It 
won’t be an overnight thing, but I’d 
like to see it happen.” 

Robert Sanders, building 
inspector apprentice to the city, 
said he has been discussing 
annexation with the mayor for a 
while. He called it “the right idea” 
and said Irvine has a lot of unique 
characteristics and is an ideal town 
to develop. 

“If you build it, they will come,” 
he said. He also noted that 


businesses such as Target never 
build outside city limits because of 
a lack of services such as 24-hour 
fire department protection. 

In his regular report, Estill 
Development Alliance director Joe 
Crawford stated at Monday night’s 
meeting of the Irvine City Council 
that there is “a lot going on” in 
Irvine right now. 

He noted that the River City 
Players have acquired 20 percent 
of funds needed to purchase the 
Mack Theater downtown, and that 
the RCP is hosting a theater camp 
this week.

A black van, plastered 
in graphics and flying a 
Confederate flag, drew a 
lot of attention in Irvine on 
Friday. 

Parked beside the road in 
front of the BP station on 
Richmond Rd., three men 
claiming to be part of Mikel 
Knight’s Maverick Dirt 
Road Street Team were in 
Estill County selling music 


CDs from the van. 

They beckoned traffic to 
stop while waving handfuls 
of CDs in the air. 

They said one of the CDs 
featured their employer, 
Mikel Knight, also a 
country-rap singer. 

According to an article in 
fourwheeler.com, Knight 
started his own country/ 
rap record label and claims 
to have the world’s largest 
street promotions team. 

The men in the van 
were apparently part of it. 


However, they didn’t get to 
hang around long, despite 
doing some brisk business. 

One of them said the 
sheriff had stopped by and 
told them to take the flag 
down. A little later they 
were informed the owner 
of the gas station had called 
and asked them to leave 
also. 

The men claimed they 
always get permission to 
sell their CDs beforehand

Crawford also reported on the

The EAG is working with local 
writer Rebecca Patrick-Howard 
to organize a downtown ghost 
walk through Irvine in October.

Also on the 25 th of July, 
“Hollerwood,” the developing 
four-county outdoor recreation 
park, is hosting a “Hollerwood 
Park Founding Sponsorship Ride.” 
The main loop of the trail, parts 
of it in the Red River Gorge and 
Estill County, is marked now, and 
those who participate in the ride 
will get to explore it first. Sixty- 
five of 100 slots have already been 
filled. 

Crawford said he is working 


with the National Park Service to 
get the trail better connected to 
downtown Irvine. He hopes there 
will be a trailhead open sometime 
in the next few months. 

The Chamber of Commerce will 
host a ribbon-cutting ceremony 
for Once Borrowed, the new 
“eclectic decor” shop soon to open 
beside the Twin on River Drive, 
on July 25. 

Crawford said there are other 
“excited people wanting to open 
businesses in town.” 

He reminded that this years 
Revive River Drive will be on 
September 5, from 5 to 10 p.m. 
He also said the chamber is 
working with the local police 
departments to make the event as 
safe as possible. 

The Leadership LEAP program 


is planning a Small Business 
Saturday promotion for later in 
the year. 

Also, Crawford announced, the 
Lily Mountain Nature Preserve 
has acquired two additional 
properties. The preserve is again 
working to host a Zombie Hike 
in the fall. Last years event was 
“snowed out.” 

Other events planned by the 
EDA include an Estill Palooza 
featureing a trivia contest on 
September 12, a dodgeball 
tournament on October 17, and 
a talent contest on November 14.

“Publicity is publicity,” 
said Dakota Savage.

Many colleges require students to 
have a meal plan, especially if they live 
on campus. Meal plans vary among 
colleges, but most will give students 
a certain number of dining hall 
meals per week. Students may also be 
able to add flex dollars to use at the 
campus food court or other locations.

The caller then tells 
them that the Kentucky 
State Police has a warrant 
for their arrest because they 
owe the IRS money. The 
caller then demands an 
immediate payment over 
the phone to avoid being 
arrested. Fortunately, there 
have not been any reports 
of scammers collecting any 
funds, but KSP has received 
multiple calls from people 
that were targeted by the 
scam artists. 

The Kentucky State Police 
would like to remind people 
that we do not call and 
collect funds, or threaten 
arrest for unpaid taxes. 

To help as a guide, below 
are the “Top 10 Tip-offs to a 
Rip-off”. 


1.) High pressure sales or 


frequent calls are signs that 
it’s a scam. 

2. ) If the caller demands 
an immediate decision, it’s 
likely a rip-off. 

3. ) People requesting 
a credit or debit card or 
any banking account 
information. 

4. ) If the caller offers to 
send someone to your home 
or to overnight something. 

5. ) Something for free 
is usually a reason to be 
suspicious. 

6. ) Unresponsive to 
questions or too quick to 
answer by cutting you off. 

7. ) An investment 

without a risk. 

8. ) Will not provide 
written information or 
references. 

9. ) Not registered with the 
Attorney General’s Office. 

10. ) If it sounds too good 
to be true, it often is.

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Officials to hold public meetings about fracking

regulations for the oil and 
gas industry, in particular the 
“unconventional” methods of 
deep-well hydraulic fracturing. 

The first permit in Kentucky 
to allow for the controversial 
and relatively new practice of 
“fracking” was issued for a site in 
Johnson County in April. 

A public hearing was held before 
that permit was issued, but some 
complained they were quickly shut 
down when they tried to voice 
their concerns. 

Perhaps state officials are feeling 
public pressure to rectify that 
situation with the three hearings. 

The first one was on July 7 in 
Madisonville, in western Kentucky. 
According to a news report on 
WFIE’s website, most of those who 
attended that meeting expressed 
views against fracking. 

Two more meetings are 
upcoming. One will be one on 
July 23 in the auditorium at the 
Center for Rural Development, 
located at 2292 South Highway 
27, in Somerset. A third meeting 
will be on July 30 at the Hazard 
Community and Technical 
College. It will be in room 208 of 
the Jolly Center, located in the JCC 
building. 

Both meetings begin at 6 p.m. 


and will last until 8 p.m., with 
doors opening at 5:30 p.m. 

The meetings are not debates, 
according to Kentucky Energy and 
Environment Cabinet Secretary 
Len Peters in an article in The Lane 
Report published on June 23, 2015. 

They are described as listening 
sessions and participants are 
allowed to make brief spoken 
comments. Citizens are also 
permitted to submit written 
comments. 

Remarks will be videotaped and 
used in a report that will be made 
available to the state government 
oil and gas workgroup. That 
workgroup is said to include 
industry representatives, regulators 
and environmental interests. 

The report will be made available 
to the Governor’s office and to the 
Kentucky General Assembly. I 
hope they pay close attention to 
citizens concerns. 

Those unable to attend 
the meetings in person may 
submit written comments to 
OilandGasComments@ky.gov 
between July 7 and July 31. 

If I don’t get to attend, I do plan 
to send a written statement. 

I will share that the more I read 
about hydraulic fracturing, the 
more concerned I become about it 
happening here. 

Concern is growing all across 
the nation. In March, the state 
of Maryland extended its current 
moratorium on fracking for 
three more years, calling it an 
“ultrahazardous activity.” 

One delegate who supported 
the moratorium said, “We’ve got 
to get this right, because if we 
get this wrong, it is unfixable,” 
an Appalachian Voices website 
reported. 

New York and New Jersey have 
already completely banned the 


practice, while citizens in other 
states are also calling for temporary 
bans (moratoriums). 

I think a moratorium (at least) 
would be the prudent thing to 
do in Kentucky. We should learn 
from the mistakes of other states 
who are “working out the kinks” 
of the relatively new process before 
we throw caution to the winds and 
do irreparable damage to our own 
water supplies. 

Speaking of which, in early June, 
the EPA released the findings of a 
study, 1000 pages long, about the 
impact of fracking on drinking 
water. An article in EcoWatch 
said the study, commissioned by 
Congress in 2010, found that 
fracking does pollute ground water 
sources. 

While some have accused the 
EPA of “overreach” when it comes 
to regulating coal, the EPA has 
been oddly silent about the effects 
of fracking. 

I’m sure the prospect of energy 
independence sounds pretty 
seductive to our leaders, and 
understandably so. 

But at what cost? Using up 
huge quantities of fresh water, as 
California is doing? (Fracking drill 
sites typically require three to six 
million gallons of water—each.) 
Making people sick with cancer 
and respiratory disease? Causing 
birth defects? 

Numerous geological reports 
from Oklahoma leave little doubt 
that there is a direct correlation 
between the increase in fracking 
and earthquake activity, which 
should be a real concern here in 
Kentucky with our porous karst 
topography, dotted with sinkholes, 
caves and springs. 

Pipeline explosions are 
becoming increasingly common 
across the country, another direct 


consequence of fracking. 

Rolling Stone magazine recently 
featured an article written by Paul 
Solotaroff entitled, “What’s Killing 
the Babies of Vernal, Utah.” 

The writer interviewed a fifty- 
something year-old grandmother, 
Donna Young, a midwife in the 
fracking boomtown of Vernal. 

Young had a remarkably 
successful midwifery practice until 
recent years when she noticed an 
alarming number of expectant 
mothers getting sick and birthing 
stillborn babies or babies with 
birth defects. 

The town of Vernal is located in a 
“basin” surrounded by mountains, 
the writer says, and the air inverts, 
or settles, in the basin under 
certain weather conditions, much 
like it does in our own valleys. 

Unfortunately, the air in Vernal 
is laden with the toxic by-products 
of fracking, such as methane gas. 

When Young began voicing 
opinions that the polluted air was 
causing stillbirths, she became a 
target. She now sleeps with a pistol 
by her side, because she claims her 
life has been threatened. 

To me, these are but a few of the 
reasons Kentucky should at least 
say “wait” before it issues any more 
fracking permits. 

Those fossil fuels aren’t going 
anywhere. They’ve been there for 
milleniums. 

Besides, there are cleaner ways 
of producing energy. There are 
homes right here in Estill County 
completely powered by solar, and 
the process isn’t making anyone 
sick.

How can we call ourselves 
Patriots when we are not 
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Eltzroth:Remembering the steam 
locomotive, ‘The General’ 


The General is a steam 
locomotive that was built in 
December 1855 in Paterson, 
New Jersey. It provided 
freight and passenger 
service between Atlanta, 
Georgia and Chattanooga, 
Tennessee before the Civil 
War for the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad. The 
General has a very storied 
past,and we are lucky it is 
still with us today instead of 
ending up on a scrap heap. 

On April 12, 1862, during 
the American Civil War, 
the General was hijacked 
by Union forces under 
the leadership of James J. 

Andrews at Big Shanty (now Kennesaw, Georgia). The 
'Great Locomotive Chase began as these Unionist forces 
headed towards Chattanooga, Tennessee. Their intent 
was to damage as much of the railway and bridges along 
the way so as to prevent the Confederate forces from 
using the rail line to support their troops at Chattanooga. 
Southern sympathizers and Confederate soldiers led 
by William Fuller, the conductor, immediately started 
pursuing the hijackers by foot, handcars and a succession 
of locomotives until they commandeered the Texas 
locomotive which they had to run in reverse as they 
chased the hijackers. James Andrews and his force cut 
telegraph lines along the way to prevent any warnings 
from being wired to towns in their path. They lacked 
the necessary tools and high explosives to do any real 
damage to the railway, especially with Fuller and his men 
hot on their heels. After a 90-mile chase and just 18 miles 
from Chattanooga, the hijackers were out of fuel thus the 
General lost steam pressure which forced the hijackers 
to abandon the locomotive at Ringgold, Georgia. Within 
two weeks Andrews and his men were captured. Andrews 
and seven of his men were tried in military courts and

hanged in Atlanta. The rest of the captured hijackers 
were imprisoned. Eight of those imprisoned escaped and 
made it back to Union lines. The remaining six men were 
eventually released in a prisoner of war exchange. All but 
two of the Union soldiers who participated in the raid 
were eventually awarded the first Medal of Honors ever 
bestowed—some posthumously to the families. Because 
he was a civilian, James Andrews was not eligible for a 
Medal of Honor. 

The General was heavily damaged on September 1, 

1964 after being intentionally run into boxcars laden with 
ammunition and the Missouri locomotive as General 
Hood and the Confederate forces retreated from Atlanta. 
After the war ended the General was repaired and 
returned to service with the Western and Atlantic Rail 
Road. In the 1870 s the General was rebuilt, converted 
to burn coal and had a completely new look. In 1891

the General was retired from service, stored on a siding 
and awaited its final fate. E. Warren Clark received 
permission to have the locomotive restored and placed 
on exhibition at the World’s Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago. The project bankrupted Warren Clark, but 
ensured the Generals preservation. It remained on display 
in the Chattanooga Union Depot for nearly 50 years

and was only moved to participate in special events and 
exhibitions. 

The L&N had ownership of the General in 1959 and 
decided to restore it for the upcoming American Civil 
War Centennial. It was modernized by fitting it with an oil 
burning boiler, modern air brakes and was given a look 
that better resembled its original design. In the early 1960s 
it traveled under its own power to many towns and cities 
throughout the south as well as across the eastern U.S., 
including a stop at the 1964 New York Worlds Fair. 

After the L&N won a lengthy legal battle, that was 
finally decided by the U.S. Supreme Court, contesting 
the ownership of the General, it was formally presented 
to Governor Jimmy Carter of Georgia in February 1972 
by L&N officials. A site was prepared at the Big Shanty 
Museum (later known as the Southern Museum of Civil 
War and Locomotive History) where the General has been 
on permanent display. 

I am old enough to remember the excellent movie 
made by Walt Disney Studios in 1956 titled, “The Great 
Locomotive Chase” and starring Fess Parker. It is still 
available from Amazon. 

During the Generals Civil War Centennial tour in the 
early 1960 s it stopped at Winchester, Kentucky, so local 
people could visit this famous Civil War locomotive. 

My grandfather, Bill Dickerson, was an employee of the 
L&N Rail Road in Ravenna for 47 years. He traveled 
to Winchester to see the General and go through the 
museum car it was pulling. As you can tell by these 
pictures he was privileged to sit at the controls of this 
famous locomotive. 

It is now the sesquicentennial celebration of the Civil 
War. In one of the pictures of this article you can see the 
Confederate battle flag to the right of the Stars and Stripes. 
Since some find it offensive; is this Confederate flag to be 
removed? I hope not!

One year ago an open pasture - today a live town of 1,500 inhabitants, doubling the 
capacity of the depot and yards; this is the story of Ravenna. Ravenna is assured river 
transportation as soon as the locks are completed, thus giving cheaper freight and 
coal rates. People are coming in every day and building being erected of substantial 
structure as will beyond the shadow of a doubt insure the permanency of the town. 
Ravenna is guaranteed a drug store and picture show in the next 60 days, affording 
the 500 men employed by the L&N, as well as the rest of the people amusement and 
pleasure. The Ravenna Realty Co., which holds about 600 acres of land in and around 
the town, is doing a good business and are looking after the interests of the town in 
making their sales. Each individual is an enthusiastic booster of the town and all show 
the proper spirit as regards to making civic and other improvements. Phil Watkins, 
expert jeweler and optician, has established a store in Ravenna making him two of the 
best equipped jewelry stores in Eastern Kentucky. The Ravenna store is magnificently 
stocked and he enjoys a large trade. He is also time inspector for the L&N. Several 
doctors and dentists have located here, as well as business men from everywhere. The 
town being only in its infant growth, and striding at such a rapid rate, it is rather 
difficult to predict just how great its future will be, save that it will be great. Stranger 
are welcome and the people are very hospitable. 

Ravenna is Divisional Headquarters for the L&N. This system is just installing a new 
concrete coal loading machine that loads three monster engines at one operation and 
said to be one of the finest in the State. Their new two-story brick office building, 
modern in every detail, has just been completed in order to accommodate their large 
business handle here. It is understood that an up-to-date three-story brick hotel 
building will go up in the near future. 

Restaurants are overcrowded and boarding houses full. The open of the spring will 
see Ravenna one of the fastest growing modern little towns in the state. It is Ravenna’s 
boast: “Visit Ravenna and you’ll stay!” The original oil wells in this section were drilled 
on the present site of the city. Watch Ravenna Grow - and you don’t have to use a field 
glass! 

East Irvine, a fast growing little town between Irvine and Ravenna, not to be outdone 
by her sister cities’ vast growth, is following their lead and a perceptible amount of 
growth is noted daily.

Leave it to the bureaucrats 

Social Security overpayments are hard 
to recover-so hard, in fact, that the Social 
Security Administration overpaid, big time, 
to get a bunch of recent overpayments back. 

The agency spent a whopping $323 million 
to recover $128.3 million in overpayments 
made between 2008 and 2013, reports the 
Association of Mature American Citizens. 

The Office of the Inspector General 
caught the mega-million dollar slip up in 
a recent audit. “SSA attempted to collect 
overpayments regardless of the amount. In 
some cases, the value of the overpayment 
was less than what SSA spent to collect 
the overpayment. Therefore, for some 
overpayments, collection was not always 
cost-beneficial,” according to the OIG 
report. 

“This resulted in SSA spending over 


$213.6 million more than it collected.” 

Seniors on the move 

Senior citizens like to travel, according 
to a survey conducted the Association of 
Mature American Citizens. Some take trips 
just to get away for a while; others have 
particular destinations in mind including 
visits to friends and family. Most prefer to 
stay in the U.S. but nearly a third said they 
are as likely to travel abroad. 

The AMAC survey drew some 1,500 
respondents and is consistent with the 
findings of other authoritative researchers.

By Howard Coop On Tuesday morning, 
November 10, 1970, 

I drove with great apprehension to the 
Greater Cincinnati Airport. It was to be 
my first flight, and I was excited. A dream 
of a lifetime was becoming a reality, for I 
was on my way to the Holy Land, a place I 
had always wanted to visit. 

At 11:40 that morning, a group of us 
boarded an American Airlines Boeing 707 
for Kennedy International Airport in New 
York. As we walked to the plane, it was 
a gloomy day. Dark clouds hovered low 
over the airport, and a chilly rain was 
falling. As the plane neared the end of the 
runway and began to rise, I looked out the 
window and saw only dense fog. Looking 
to the right, I could not see the end of the 
wing of the plane, and my apprehension 
increased significantly. But in that strange 
environment, I realized there was nothing I 
could do, so I tried to relax and hoped that 
things would get better, and they did. 


After a few minutes, the plane rose above 
the rain and the dark clouds. The wings of 
the plane became visible as the sun came 
out, and the clouds below the plane were 
beautiful with the sun shining brightly 
upon them. 

Life is not always what we want it to be; 
its not always a bed of roses. Langston 
Hughes aptly described it when he wrote, 
“Life for me ain’t been no crystal stair. It’s 
had tacks in it, and splinters, and boards 
turned up...” But that morning as we flew 
thirty thousand feet above sea level, I 
looked out the window at what looked like 
a white carpet sparkling beneath us in the 
bright sun, and I remembered an old idiom 
I had heard all of my life, “Every cloud has 
a silver lining.” 

After the rain, the sun shines again, 
and after bad times, good times return. 
Regardless of the present circumstances, 
we look ahead and anticipate something 
better.

Find the thermocline for better summer fishing success 



Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Fishing instruction for decades 
preached anglers should fish deep, cool water during the 
hottest days of the summer. 

This makes sense as fish are cold-blooded animals and 
their bodies are the same temperature of the water that 
surrounds them. 

However, fishing deep water in summer on a lake such 
as Taylorsville Lake may mean your offerings are in a dead 
zone. Warming air temperatures change the nature of the 
water in a lake. Anglers need to consider these changes 
while summer fishing. 

The water column in lakes begins to stratify in late 
spring, like a layer cake with a warm top layer, a mixing 
layer in the middle and a cold layer on the bottom. Warm 
water is less dense and sits on top of the cooler and denser 
water below. 

“The mixing layer in the middle is the thermocline,” 
said Dave Dreves, assistant director of fisheries for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“The thermocline is a band of water with rapidly changing 
temperatures.” 

As summer progresses, the water below the thermocline 
grows increasing hostile to fish. “As organic material from 
plants or animals sinks to the bottom, decomposition ties 
up all of the available dissolved oxygen,” Dreves said. 

Fish need dissolved oxygen to survive, so the layer of 
the water below the thermocline becomes a dead zone as 
the air temperatures rise. Lures or bait presented there is 
the same as casting into a desert. 

“The further you go into summer, the more the 
thermocline matters,” Dreves said. “It varies from year to 
year how long it takes for it to set up.” 

Anglers want to target the area just above the 
thermocline for the best summer fishing. “You have that 
happy medium of the coolest water with good dissolved 
oxygen,” Dreves said. “You might find baitfish at that level 
as well. That zone will be the active part of the food chain.” 

The fertility of the lake determines the location of the 
thermocline. Water clarity is a good indicator of fertility; 
murky lakes contain more nutrients in the water than 
lakes where you can see the bottom in 12 feet of water. 

On a highly fertile lake such as Taylorsville, the 
thermocline starts at about 8 feet deep in mid-summer 
and ends at roughly 12 feet. Bass anglers fishing a heavy 
jig 18 feet deep on a channel drop are wasting their time, 
the same as anglers dunking cut bait for channel cats at 
that depth. There is no dissolved oxygen that deep. 

Anglers need to pound that water from 6 to 10 feet deep 
or so in the summer heat on Taylorsville for bass, crappie, 
catfish and even bluegill. 

“On a clear, low fertility lake like Laurel River Lake or 
Lake Cumberland, the thermocline may start at 30 feet 
deep,” Dreves said. “On these lakes, there can be good 
dissolved oxygen below the thermocline. They have a 


two story fishery where cool water fish such as walleye or 
striped bass locate below the thermocline in summer.” 

On mid-depth, moderately fertile lakes such as Nolin 
River Lake, Barren River Lake, Green River Lake or 
Rough River Lake, the thermocline usually starts around 
11 to 12 feet deep in summer with little dissolved oxygen 
below 16 feet. 

“Find banks, channel drops or humps at that depth and 
fish them,” Dreves said. “I always remind myself to fish the 
right depth in summer.” 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers Louisville District 
webpage has charts showing the water temperature and 
depths of the dissolved oxygen at www.lrl.usace.army. 
mil. Click on the “Water Information” tab, then the “Lake 
Temperatures and Dissolved Oxygen Levels” tab. 

The depth where the oxygen line takes a left toward the 
zero side of the graph is the top of the thermocline. “You 
can also go out in the middle of the lake and turn up the 
sensitivity on your sonar unit until you see a band in the 
depths,” Dreves said. “That band is the thermocline. It 
seems the older units might pick this band up better than 
the newer ones.” 


Lakes with high flow through rates such as Kentucky 
Lake and Lake Barkley usually do not form thermoclines 
in summer in the main lake, but thermoclines may appear 
in their major creek arms or embayments. The current in 
rivers prevents thermoclines from forming. 

Remember the role of the thermocline while fishing this 
summer. It will put more fish in hand.

Extreme heat’s effect on older adults

Summer is well upon us, 
and although weve gotten 
a lot of rain this year, the 
temperatures have still 
been hot and humid! While 
some may enjoy this kind 
of weather, combinations 
of high humidity and 
excessive heat can be 
dangerous for others, 
especially older adults. 

When a persons body 
cannot properly cool 
itself, it increases the 
risks for heat-related 
illnesses. Older adults 
are more susceptible to 
hyperthermia, a common 
heat-related illness that 
results in a dangerously 
high body temperature. 

The most common 
form of hyperthermia is 
heatstroke. Heatstroke 
occurs when a persons 
body temperature reaches 
104 degrees Fahrenheit or 
higher. Prolonged exposure 
to hot temperatures and 
high humidity, existing 
health problems, some 
medications and being 
older increase the risk of 
heatstroke. When body 
temperature rises above 
107 degrees, it can be fatal. 

Older adults are 
more susceptible to 


hyperthermia, because 
sweat glands, which 
normally help regulate 
the body’s temperature, 
often diminish in number, 
while those remaining 
may not function as well. 
This slows older adults’ 
ability to properly regulate 
their temperature. Certain 
medical conditions 
common to old age such as 
diabetes, dehydration, and 
heart, kidney and central 
nervous systems diseases 
can further decrease the 
body’s ability to regulate 
temperature. Normal age- 
related skin changes can 
also make it more difficult 
for older adults to regulate 
their body temperature and 
adjust to extreme heat. 

Older adults are at 
additional risks for heat- 
related illnesses, if they are 
overweight, underweight, 
drink alcoholic beverages, 
live in homes without fans 
or air conditioners, go 
outside on hot and humid 
days, and overdress or wear 
the wrong type of fabrics in 
hot weather. 

On hot, humid days, 
older adults are highly 
encouraged to stay inside 
in an air-conditioned or 
well-ventilated building. It 
is important to note that 
fans alone may not produce 
enough cooling effect on 
extremely hot days to help 
individuals regulate body 
temperature. Those without 
air conditioners should 
take cool baths or showers 
and seek accommodations 
that offer cool air, such 
as the home of a family 
member or friend, a church 
or a community center. 
Other air-conditioned 
places that can help a 
person escape from the 
heat include malls, grocery 
stores, public libraries or 
heat-relief shelters. 

Individuals can also 


reduce their risk for heat- 
related illnesses by limiting 
outdoor physical activity 
on hot days to the early 
morning or late evening, 
wearing light-weight, light 
colored and loose fitting 
clothes, wide-brimmed 
hats and sunscreen, and 
drinking LOTS of water! 
With all this rain, many of 
our gardens are overgrown 
with weeds so if you are 
working out in the garden, 
try to go out in the early 
morning or evening 
when it is coolest. Those 
who must work outdoors 
during extremely hot and 
humid weather should take 
frequent breaks if possible 
in a shaded area. 

Regardless of age, it is 
never a good idea to sit 
or stay in a vehicle on a 
hot day. Temperatures 
inside an enclosed parked 
car can get as much as 19 
degrees warmer than the 
outside temperature in 
just 10 minutes and reach 
45-50 degrees warmer than 
outdoors within an hour. 

It is always important 
to check on older friends, 
relatives and neighbors 
during extreme heat 
to make sure they are 
weathering the heat well. 
The summer will be over 
before we know it so we 
should take all precautions 
to enjoy it as safely as 
possible!

Extension agent says plan those fall gardens now

Its time to start planning 
how you can continue to 
enjoy your garden and even 
add new plantings. You can 
plant a variety of produce 
in Kentucky gardens in the 
coming weeks allowing 
fresh items to be available 


well into the fall. 

The cooler nights 
experienced later in the 
year as these vegetables 
mature may increase the 
sugar content of many 
crops and thus increase 
their quality. Cooler nights 
also slow growth, so crops 
can take longer to mature 
than in the summer. Keep 
this slower pace in mind 
when you check seeds for 
days to maturity. 

Late July or early August 
would be the time to make 
a last planting of bush 
beans, carrots, sweet corn, 
kale, collards, Bibb lettuce, 
turnips, and cole crops 
such as kohlrabi, Chinese 
cabbage, Brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, cauliflower and 
broccoli. For late August 
and into September try 
planting mustard greens, 
spinach greens, radishes, 


turnip greens and leaf 
lettuce. 

Before planting, remove 
any existing debris 
including crops and weeds 
to the compost bin and 
cultivate the soil. 

If the previous crop was 
well fertilized and grew 
vigorously you may need to 
add little if any additional 
fertilizer, otherwise apply 
about 2 to 3 pounds of a 
complete fertilizer such as 
“5-10-10” or “10-10-10” per 
100 square feet of planting 
area. 

Remember to keep fall 
gardens well watered as 
this tends to be a fairly dry 
time in Kentucky. A weekly 
irrigation sufficient to wet 
the soil to 6 or 8 inches 
should be adequate. 

This is more or less 
equivalent to a weekly one- 
inch rain. 


KSP warns of danger 
as summer heats up 


Frankfort, Ky.-As the Kentucky summer 
is heating up, so is your car and KSP 
reminds parents not to leave a child alone 
in a hot car. It may seem like common 
sense, but every year law enforcement 
agencies answer calls about unattended 
children in vehicles. KidsandCars.org 
reports that 32 children died in the U.S. 
during 2014 from vehicular heat stroke. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Michael Webb says 
vehicle heat stroke is often misunderstood 
by the general public. A majority of 
parents are misinformed and would like 
to believe that they could never ‘forget 5 
their child in a vehicle. 

“The most dangerous mistake a parent 
can make is to think leaving a child alone 
in their car could never happen to them,” 
says Webb. “In these fast-paced times, it 
is easy for parents to get distracted and 
forget their child is in the car with them. 55 

Webb advised that the interior of a car 
heats up very quickly and temperatures 
inside can reach 125 degrees in minutes. 

“A child's body heats up three to five 
times faster than that of an adult,” adds 
Webb. “The temperature inside a car can 
rise 19 degrees in 10 minutes. Together, 
this can be deadly in a very short period 
of time.” 

Webb says that some deaths are caused 
from curious children who are left 
unattended by a parent. 

“Tragically, about 33 percent of children 
who die in hot cars entered the vehicle on 
their own while left unattended,” he says. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed “Bryans Law,” 
which makes a person liable for second- 
degree manslaughter or first-degree 
wanton endangerment for leaving a child 
younger than eight years of age in a motor 
vehicle where circumstances pose a grave 
risk of death. The law was named after 
11-month old Bryan Puckett, who died 
July 13,1999 after being left in a hot car by 


his babysitter. 

Webb offers the following safety tips: 

•Never leave a child in an unattended 
car, even with the windows down. 

•Be sure that all occupants leave the 
vehicle when unloading. Don’t overlook 
sleeping babies. 

•Always lock your car. If a child is 
missing, check the car first, including the 
trunk. Teach your children that vehicles 
are never to be used as a play area. 

•Keep a stuffed animal in the car seat 
and when the child is put in the seat place 
the animal in the front with the driver as 
a reminder. 

•Place your purse or briefcase in the 
back seat as a reminder that you have your 
child in the car. 

•Make ‘look before you leave 5 a routine 
whenever you get out of the car. 

Webb says while a person will face 
criminal charges for leaving a child in a 
car, the pain and guilt from making such a 
mistake will last far longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep an eye out for 
children left in vehicles on hot days and 
to call 911 if they think the occupant is in 
danger.
